EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 



Parnellites Gathering Evidence For 
the Protest Against Sir John 
Pope Hennessy's Election. 



The Times and St. James Gazette 
Make au Onslaught Upon the 
Salvation Army. 



Mr. Gladstone's Eighty-First Birthday 
—The Queen Greatly Interested 
in the Irish Crisis. 



TUB KILKENNY ELECTION. 
London, Dec. 27.— The election in North 
Kilkenny is evidently not to paaa without a 
protest, and tho leading men of both the 
great English partiea seom to be in doubt 
how the proteat may result. Vincent 
Scully, Parnell's devoted candidate, haa 
been aetivo since tho election, gathering 
f icts concerning the clerical presauro used 
i 1 behalf of Sir John Pope Hennessy, and he 
is reported aa saying thut the evidence, 
when presented, will astonish Parliament 
and the British public. Ho claims to have 
proof that even tho confessional was used 
for tho purpose ot coercing penitents into 
supporting Hennessy ; that tho male- 
dictions of the Church wore held out as 
a menace to tho ignoruiit peasantry, 
and that in one instance, at least, the 
priests used physical violence towards par- 
ishioners who dared to speak a word for 
Parnell. Those matters will seem mucr/ 
more serious to the British people than they 
do in Ireland, where the pariah priest is 
looked on and obeyed as Ate caretaker not 
only of their consciences, but of the daily 
walk and conduct of his flock. He makes 
his evening rounds to see if any of them ure 
out at unseemly hours. He has no hesita- 
tion about breaking up a gathering that in 
his opinion has gone beyond the proper 
bounds of good-fellowship, and rebukes them 
openly, whether it bo day or night, when he 
detects them doing wrong. This would not 
be tolerated in England, but in rural Ire- 
hind it ia accepted as a matter of course. 
No one pretends to doubt that, in their op- 
position to Parnell, tho Catholic clergy 
have been actuated by the beat of mo- 
tives, and these motives not purely 
political. They regarded Mr. Parnell's 
continuance in the leadership as imperilling 
the aanetity with which they hud taught 
their ilocks to look upon the marriage tie, 
and they were sincerely indignant that a 
man guilty of his acknowledged offenses 
should dare to faco the people lor whose 
rectitude of principle they held themselves 
responsible. This is a clerical explanation 
of the clerical influence in the Kilkenny 
election. It remains to be seen whether it 
will satisfy a committee of the British- Par- 
liament Tho weight of opinion is that it 
will not, und Sir John Pope Hennessy will 
bo compelled to vacate hi'i seat. 1 

mr. Gladstone's birthday, 
Mr. Gladstone will spend Monday, his 
81st birthday, at Hawarden, in the quiet of 
his family circle, and it ia understood that 
he desires not to be the objoct of a special 
und wearisome demonstration. Age is 
making its mark ou tho great leuder, and 
the events of the past few mouths have, 
told on him worse than advanoing years. 
Morley, who paid a visit to Mr. (Jludstone 
since tho adjournment of parliament for the 
holidays, bus made a statement privately, 
that causes no littlo anxiety in Libe- 
ral circles: not that Mr. Gladstone 
is | 111, but that lie is dazed 
and overcome by tho terrible spectacle of 
Irish strife, und while still aa devoted us 
ever to Home Rule, he sees that obstacles 
have been raised that only the utmost cour- 
age and determination can .surmount. As 
for the Tories, they are, perhaps, pardon- 
ably merciless in the taunts which they con- 
tinually iling at the Grand Old Man on the 
Irish question. They are especially careful 
to make prominent the risks incurred by 
the constabulary in keeping the Irish 
factions from eating each other up, and to 
paint in vivid colors the possibilities of an 
Irish parliament cnniposed of individuals 
that figured on the Kilkenny platform. Mr. 
Gladstone may have the reply to these 
taunts ; but Mr. Burt, the English Liberal 
M. I'., who feels them as deeply as if aimed 
at himself, says it will be a difficult task to 
form an effective answer, 

OPPOSITION TO GEN. U0OT1I. 
Just now the attention devoted to Ireland 
is partly shared by an attack on ( leneral 
Booth and his scheme for the social en- 
lightenment of " Darkest England." The 
real motive for this attack is the Church 
of England, which has a scheme of its own, 
not very different from that of the General, 
and is anxious to prevent the charitable 
wealthy from giving all their money to the 
Salvation Army. The Church, indeed, 
claims to be six months ahead of (leneral 
Booth in the labor colony plan for relieving 
tho destitute and raising them to useful 
citizenship. The Church army is not so 
well known us the Salvation army ; but 
there is such an organization, with the Earl 
of Meath us president. Tho Earl of Meath 
has been visiting Germany, where labor 
colonies have been in operation for a long 
time, and has investigated their work. Ho 
is in favor of the German plan. Tho Earl 
is as emphatic as Booth in pointing out the 
evils of the system of relief underthepoorlaw, 
He wants to see colonies established 
where nil the unpaid and homeless can 
give their labor in return for their support, 
and go forth to the world, provided he re- 
mains in the colony a certain length of time, 
with some money nnd a good suit of clothes. 
One thing he considers absolutely requirod, 
and that is to demonstrate to the public 
thai there is no necessity to give money or 
food to any one in the street, because uny 
needy man or woman could obtain the 
means of support through honest work. Of 
course, this requires money, nnd v.'bilo the 
golden rivulet lias been flowing into the 
coffers of General Booth for carrying out 
his .scheme, but littlo attention and less 
money is given to the plan of the church 
authorities. Heme the severe criticism in 
London. The Times to-day uccuses (ionerul 
liooti. (of childlike ignorance, of forming 
und of projecting impossible theories. The 
articles tire to be followed by others that, it 
is expected, will divert the golden rivulo}, 
in another direction. It is asserted thut 
liuoth's scheme, although only projected, is 
already attracting to London the tramps 
and all sorts of worthless characters of all 
England ; that the mails tending to the 
metropolis aro swarming with vagrants 



anxious to enjoy Booth's hospitality, and the 
class thus attracted consists rather of those 
who will not work under any circumstances, 
than of peoplo honestly soeking for honest 
employment. Whut, however, is looked 
upon by many as much more alarming is 
the impression, widely spread, that there 
are practically no othor methods for the 
relief of the misorable and destitute 
than those proposed by Gen. Booth. 
The consequence is that the income 
of several #iost excellent and well admin- 
istered chaiitics haa greatly diminished since 
tho book was published, and the meritorious 
poor heretofore aided by them aro in danger 
of serious privation. These societies are 
now aroused to the probability that their 
existenco and work are threatened by the 
Sulvation Army scheme, and are making 
appeals to tho public not to cease their con 
tributions on account of it. It is not gener- 
ally known that Booth ia the banker as well 
as tho commander of tho Salvation Army. 
He issues Salvation Army bonds, secured 
by first mortgago on tho property of 
the Army, and offers high interest 
for Great Britain 4J, per cents. The object 
of issuing these bonds is said to be fair in- 
toreat, sound security and the extension of 
the Kingdom of Jesus Christ. Some curi- 
osity is expressed as to the nature of an in- 
vestment that justifies this rate of interest. 
It is also charged thut the Generul lives in 
luxury while his subordinate officers are 
often driven to bog. Such, in brief, is the 
attack on the Sulvation Army leader 
ushered in by tho article in to day's Times. 

restricting: German emigration. 
Tho German Imperial Government is con- 
sidering the enactment of laws restricting 
and regulating emigration. Recent dis- 
closures of the deception and bad treatment 
practised on emigrants to Brazil are made 
the pretext for the action, but the real 
motive is to prevent, the loss to tho 
ompire of the males, from whom 
military service at somo time will be due. 
The Kaiser is said to have himself sug- 
gested the necessity qf rotaining all sound 
and healthy males till they have performed 
the legal term of military service. 

THE SCOTTISH RAILWAY STRIKES. 

The Scottish railway striko is in a fair 
way of settlement. The companies find it 
hard to contend with the weather at this 
time of year while carrying on a struggle 
with their employees, and the traffic of 
North Britain is at a BtaniUitill until a set- 
tlement shall be arrived at. The companies 
expected tho unemployed would flock to 
take the strikers' places, but were disap- 
pointed. Tho railway unions of Great 
Britain are thoroughly organized and keep 
well in hand tlioBe of their members who 
are out of work, and tho atrikers, with 
Caledonian prudence, had laid by means 
before-hand to last them for six weeks, for 
the struggle, before having to ask aid from 
uny body. The contest being resolved into 
an is8uo of endurance, the companies could 
less afford than tho strikers to lie idle for 
the coming six weeks, and besides, the 
British public would not stand it. 

The strikers chose a time when travel by 
water ia most unendurable in tho stormy 
billows of the North and Irish seas, and 
when travellers must go by rail, or not at 
all. Consultations aro now being held 
which, it ia hoped,\will reault in a compro- 
mise honorable to all parties. 

FUNDS FOR EVICTED TENANTS. 

The tenants evicted from tho Smith 
Rarry eatute, who huve been for some time 
past on short commons, will receive with 
pleasure to-day's news that the funds held 
in Paris for the National League, are to be 
used for theii support, however the conflict 
between the two factions may go. This ar- 
rangement has been arrived at by Timothy 
Harrington, acting for Mr. Parnell, and 
O'Brien for tho McCarthyites. It is re- 
quisite some such understanding should be 
consented to, otherwise the plan would 
have collapsed. Indeed, it is very doubt- 
ful that it can bo maintained, as the faith 
of the tenants in the national cause is so se- 
riously broken that somo openly and others 
secretly are making peace with their land- 
lords. 

THE QUEEN INTERESTED IN THE IRISH CRISIS. 

Queen Victoriu is keenly interested in the 
Irish crisis, and received numerous tele- 
grams regarding the Kilkenny campaign 
while it was in progress. Her Majesty, 
with her ii.'i years of official experience, has, 
of course, a range of personal knowledge of 
public affairs that ho minister can equal, 
and the remarkable accuracy of her mem- 
ory enables her to illustrate the events of 
the present by a minute comparison with 
the past. 1 1. is fortunate she has perman- 
ently near her some staunch Liberals, other 
wise her impressions of current transactions 
might become rather one-sided, for her 
journalistic pabulum consists only of the 
Times and t he St. James Guzette. The 
Globe, the Pull Mall Gazette and tho Daily 
News enter the custlo by stealth in the 
pockets of the Liberal members of the 
household, who, it must be admitted, are 
not so numerous us they aro influential. 
DISPOSAL OF THE ATTIC MARBLES. 

Tho announcement of the intention of the 
government to submit to parliament tho 

question of returning tho Elgin marbles to 
the Pantheon, where they rightly belong, is 
received with great satisfaction, public 
opinion entirely agreeing with the article in 
tho Nineteenth Century, pointing out the 
injustice of retaining those remains of an- 
cient Greek art. Tho marbles urs con- 
fessedly deteriorating in the climate of Lon- 
don, with its smoke and fog. Even tho 
marble statue of Queen Victoria, erected 46 
yours ago at the eastern end of the Royal Ex- 
change, has been soaffected by theatmosphere 
that Her Majesty's face is almost obliterated, 
and although the delicate work of the 
Athenian sculptor of 'J, 000 years ogo is in a 
much better protected situation, it is show- 
ing sufficient wear to indicate that, before 
many years, it could no longer claim to be 
immortal. Undoubtedly, one of the memor- 
able events of the year 18!)1 will bo the re- 
turn to Athens, in a British war vessel, of 
tho splendid monuments of Attic art, which 
have so long been absent from tho genial 
skies of their birth. 

THE CRUSADE AGAINST GEN. BOOTH, 

The St. James Gazette bus joined the 
Times in its crusailo against the Salvation 
Army in its attack upon "Darkest Eng- 
land." The scheme is only a pretext for the 
inauguration of of a warfare against the 
army ilself. The Gazette repeats with vari 
utiona the allegations nnd inuendoes of 
the Times, and further promises to publish 
tho results of recent investigations of its 
own into the history of the army. These 
onslaught's havo had the effect of increasing 
the zeal of the Salvationists, who huvo long 
been without the spur which persecution 
affords, and they are now rallying to Gctic 
ral Booth's support with revived fervor.

A FAMINE-ST UICKEN PEOPLE 



Terrible Condition of tho Inhabitants 
of the Soudan— A Plague of 
Locusts. 



The Natives Forced to Exist on Cats, 
Dogs, Rats and Even Human 
Bodies. 



London, Doc. 27.— A correspondent at 
Suakiin telegraphs that the full magnitude of 
the famine, that, for four months, haa raged 
in the Eastern Soudun, can never be known. 
It ia only where Europeans have been thut 
some detailed information has reached thn 
outside world as to the terrible condition of 
tho people. Tho extont of the affected 
region is great. In fact, trustworthy 
native accounts indicate that there is not a 
town or district from the borders of Egypt 
proper to Senaarc in the south, from Durfor 
in the west, through Kordovan to the Nile 
provincca, and east to the sea, that has not 
been, during tho past year and a hulf, more 
than decimated by starvation. Not only 
have tho inhabitants of the plains suffered, 
but the misery has also reached the moun- 
taiueers, from tho Beniamer country to 
Abjasinia. The chief causes of the famine 
aro asoribable, first, to the scarcity 
of property, tho natives being, on 
this account, afraid to placo too 
much gronnd under cultivation ; 
second, the partial destruction by drought 
of the crops of 1889, the supply of grain 
being very deficient ; and third, the total 
fuiluro of the winter crops of 1889-00, tho 
locusts having destroyed nearly every green 
thing. The cotton crop of Tokar and 
Duroor was also destroyed. The inhabit- 
ants of the country had to rely on the coast 
ports for supplies, which were released by 
the Egyptian government with a sparing 
hand, causing unnecessary suffering to 
thousands. The oldest native inhabitant 
never saw the locusts so thick as they havo 
been this year. The country was visited 
eight times by vast clouds of these rapacious 
insects. The victims of the famine are 
so numerous that it is not an 
exaggeration to say some sub-tribes of Ha- 
dendas and Amarars have ceased to exist. 
The awful experience of the peoplo has 
not, however, lessened their determination 
to maintain their freedom. The greatest 
sufferers among tribes-men have been the 
families of those who, in 1884 and 18S5, 
arrayed themselves in buttle against the 
English Colonial and Indian forces, and 
whose bones are still bleaching on the 
plains, in silent protest against the English 
attempt to placo the people again under 
Egyptian rule. Now many widows and 
children lie unburied, beside those bread- 
winners, starvation having found them 
easy victims. In some places in 
the Soudan the poorer classes are 
forced to eat cats, dogs, rats and 
lizards, all vegetable food having disap- 
peared. There have also been many un- 
doubted cases of cannibalism, freshly inter- 
red bodies of the dead having been exhumed 
to satisfy the cravings of hunger. Hero 
and there whole villages are found deserted, 
with the skeletons of the dead remaining in 
some of tho houses. The wealthy fared 
hardly better than the poor, us riches could 
not procure food that did not exist. Small- 
pox broke out and spread over nearly the 
entire famine district. For the past two 
months there has been some improvement, 
and by sprint; the people will probably have 
regained their normal condition, but they 
will not forget that the British and Egyp- 
tian authorities; by closing tho gates of 
Suakini against them, are responsible for 
much of their terrible sufferings.

Defent of the Men on One Line and Settle- 
ment on Another. 

Glasgow, Dec. 20.— The Caledonian Rail, 
way Company, which steadfastly refused to 
yield to the strikers, has won the struggle 
with its employees. 

ABERDEEN, Dec. 2G. — The railroad men 
on strike in this city and neighborhood 
have resumed work, the differences between 
themselves und'thcir employera having been 
settled. 

London, Dec. 28. — One thousand railway 
men at Hull have struck for shorter hours 
and more wages. 

THROUGH THE ICE 



Fatal Termination to a Large Skat- 
ing Party at Warwick-on- 
Avon, England. 



Hundreds Plunged Into the Icy 
Waters- -The Extent of Loss of 
Life Not Yet Known. 



London, Dec. 27.— A terrible accident ia 
reported from Warwick-on-Avon. While 
several thousand skaters were disporting 
themselves on the river at that place, tho 
ice suddenly cracked in the middle of the 
river. An immense fissure opened, through 
which some 500 of tho skaters were plunged 
into the iey waters. A ury of 
horror uroso from the spectators, 
while the nioro fortunate of the skaters 
lost no time in reaching the banks'. When 
the first shock was over a number of people 
hurried to the rescue of tho drowning 
skaters, and a number were pulled out; 
but it is feared many were drowned, ns a 
largo number are missing. Tliu latest re. 
port says that seventeen bodies have been 
recover|jl, among them several women. 

Tin; SCOTTISH railway BLOCKADE* 
Though the Scottish railways, whose men 
ure striking for ten hours a day, showed 
slight improvement to-day over their previ- 
ous condition, they are still in a very bad 
shupo. The men whom the companies huvo 
succeeded in getting to take the strikers' 
places are a poor lot, and I hero are so many 
accidents that the public are afraid to ride 
even when trains are provided. The strik- 
ers arc confident and good humored, and ut 
Glasgow and Dundee to-day they marched in 
big processions with pipers and bands. 
Coasting traffic has [immensely increased 
since the railway blockade begun, and ninny 
vessels usually engaged in the foreign trade, 
have been diverted to the more lucrative 
occupation of conveying freight and passen- 
gers between English and Scottish ports.

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MR. JAY EWING, 

The Nrwry Appointed U. S. Consul at Van- 
couver, VIsUb Victorla-Increasliig Im- 
portance of American ltelntioiis with 
British Columbhi. 

Mr. Jay Ewing, of Ohio, who has lately 
"heen appointed American Consul at Van- 
couver, was in Victoria, yesterday, and 
•ailed upon his colleaguo, Mr. Consul 
Myers. He is one of the Ewing family 
whose names have been long prominent 
beforo the American nation, and person- 
ally h«B had a great deal of experience in 
connection with international matters. 
For a number of years he was in the per- 
manent service of the State Department 
at Washington, being subsequently ap- 
pointed consul to Saxony, whence he re- 
turned about a year ago. Until recently 
Vancouver has been a sub-consulate of 
Victoria, but its augmenting importance 
and the great increase which has taken 
place in the business between Vancouver 
and the other the lines rendored it 
necessary that it should bo raised to the 
position of a consulate. Mr. Ewing said 
that he was very happy to have received 
this appointment, he having' for long 
desired to take up his residence on the 
Pacific side of the continent. His ex- 
pectations of Vancouver and Victoria 
had been more than realized in every 
way, and he had no doubt that his good 
impressions would continue. 

Speaking of tho American tariff as it 
now stood, he denied that in any way it 
had been devised and enacted in a spirit 
of hostility to Canada. With tho excep- 
tion of a few, tho people of tho United 
States believed that, until the McKinlay 
bill became tho fiscal law of tho United 
States, tho tariff of the country was in 
no way sufficiently protective. And, 
oven now, though some persons had de- 
clared it to be prohibitory, ho would 
bo propared lo endorse higher 
duties, which could not be pro- 
hibitive until thoy reached 100 per 
«eut. The general tariff was yet but 60 
percent, and tho free list was much 
greater and more extended than it had 
ever been before. Every true American 
should applaud Congress for having gone 
as far as it had done. The American 
taritt'had been framed for the protection 
and encouragement of native industries, 
which had made great progress under tho 
policy of tho past, and would be still 
more benefitted in the future. In the 
days of Cobden it had, ho considered, 
been tho irucst protection to repeal the 
Corn Laws, for tho British Isles wore un- 
able to supply food for a third of their 
population. In tho United States, tho 
case was far different ; thoy could grow 
or manufacture almost all that 
was required. In its incidence, 
tho tariff, to his mind, scarcely 
affected Canada, but it certainly 
did tell against Great Britain and Ger- 
many with their cheap labor. The pro- 
tective tariff of Canada was. ho was con- 
vinced, calculated to benefit her indus- 
tries, but it should bo made still higher. 

In regard to his experiences in Ger- 
many, Mr. Ewing said there could bo no 
question that the exclusion of the Ameri- 
can hog from Germany had been a meas- 
ure of industrial protection, and not with 
a riew, as had been pretended, to safe- 
guard the peoplo from trichina. It was 
well known that American corn-fed pork 
-was tho healthiest which could bo ob- 
tained, while most of the pork grown in 
Germany was swill fed and frequently 
full of disease communicable to the 
eonsumer. Experience had amply shown 
that this was tho case, and, despito the 
tariff, large quantities of American pork 
are obtaining access to Germany by way 
of Holland. . It was, ho said, to bo ex- 
pected that ere long the Government of 
the German Empire would realize the 
mistake they are making in this matter 
of pork. Mr. Ewing briefly referred to 
his relations with Princo Bismarck, who, 
ho remarked, was ono of tho greatest 
pork growers in the country, and no 
doubt, his personal wishes had caused the 
adoption of the prohibitory tariff against 
the great American pig.

EXTENSION OF CITY LIMITS. 

To the Editor: — As tho time is now 
rapidly drawing near when tho property 
holders interested will have to vote us to 
whether the present city limits are to ho 
extended or not, I think it is not inoppor- 
tune to enquire as to the probable ad- 
vantages or disadvantages of such a step. 
This being tho case, let me first enumer- 
ate what are stated by some to be the 
advantages which will be dorived: — 

1. I am told that wo shall havo our 
roads put into first-class condition, and 
havo sidewalks built to every man's door. 

2. Wo shall havo tho city water 
brought to our houses and get it at 20c. 
per thousand gallons instead of 30c, 
which those who got it outside tho pres- 
ent limits are now paying. 

3. We shall havo police protection. 

4. We shall havo a voice in tho muni- 
cipal affairs of tho city. 

Now, sir, lot us look at the disadvan- 
tages. 

1st. First and foremost, our taxation 
will bo at least throe times, if not four 
times, what itisat present. Tho property 
when once included in tho city limits 
will bo considered by the assessor to 
bo more valuablo than it was previous to 
boing taken in, and the rate of taxation 
is much greater in the municipality than 
outside. I would ask how much has 
been done in the past on many portions 
of the outskirts of the present limits. 
The great bulk of l ho work has to bo 
done, ana the money spent, in tho heart 
of the city. Evidently tho authorities havo 
not sufficient at their disposal to keep 
the centre of tho city in good repair, as 
assuredly for many years past our a' roots 
have not been in such bad condition for 
they aro at present. This being tho case, 
I ask, is it likoly that tho authorities will 
bo willing to spend any considerable 
amount of money on the roads and side- 
walks of the new extension for a long 
time to come? I hear that ono of tho 
present aldermon said that ho thought 
wo ought certainly not to expect any im- 
provements for two years at least. 

2nd. Water supply. To those who now 
have it, thosaving promised would be a mero 
trifle. To those who have not got it now, 
but might get if tho limits were extend- 
ed, tho simple question must bo put : Is 
it worth the extra taxation you will bo 
called upon to pay ? 

3rd. Police protection. I havo now 
lived over six years within a few yards of 
the present limits, and I have yet to see 
the first policeman within a quarter of a 
mile of my house. As far as 1 have been 
able to observe, tho suburbs do not need 
any great attention from this estimable 
force. | 

4th. Municipal vote. How many men 
aro there residing in the district pro- 
posed to be annexed that have not got a 
vote in the city alroady ? I think thoy must 
bo very few in number. 

I am fully aware, Sir, that 1 shall be 
accused of being adverse to tho extension 
of the city limits because it touches my 
pocket. 

That is perfectly true, and it is tho 
only reason ; but what better rea- 
son, I ask, can a man have? 
If it could be proved to mo that there is 
any necessity for such extension, or that 
it would be a boncfit to a majority of tho 
property owners interested, I should be 
only too glad to pay my share of the 
extra taxation and vote for it ; or if it 
was a benefit to the city generally, with- 
out being a hardship on those most inter- 
ested, 1 should cast my vote in favor of 
it; but at present I entirely fail to see 
that suc'i would be the case. Very little 
objection could have been taken if tho 
proposed limits had only taken in what 
may fairly be called real city property, 
but they now embrace large tracts of 
agricultural lands that aro used for 
nothing but farming, and are likely to bo 
so used for many years to come. 

1 trust that some of your numerous 
readers will take this matter up and let 
it bo fully discussed, so that, if I and 
others who think with mo aro in tho 
wrong, we may bo sot right.

Probably the Queerest Encounter 
Ever Described. 



Story or a Meeting on tho Flold or Honor 
in tho Diiys ltororo tlio War— A Sec- 
•ind Who Di<l Not Kven Know the 
Name or tho Principal. 

I "I have seen one duel in ray life," ho 
Said to a New York Tribuno man. "I do 
not bolievo in dueling, of course, but 
sinco that duol I have not had tho hor- 
ror of it which I folt boforo. It did not 
seem liko murder; it did not seom oven 
brutal to me. 

"I was in New Orloans and was sit- 
ting lute one ni^ht in tho hotel corridor, 
interested in a discussion ably conduct- 
ed by both sides. It was on that subject 
which then hung on every man's lips. 
Both men wero handsome, middle-aged 
and refined looking. Tho conversation 
became moro and more heated until one 
of tho men said sternly: 

' " 'You havo insulted my State and 
me, sir.'

• "'lean not kill a man,' he said. 

"Tho other gave him a look which was 
almost one of appeal. 

" 'If you do not give mo satisfaction,' 
be said, 'or retract, and I seo you will 
not do that, I shall feel like a hound.' 

" 'Very well.' answered the other, 
simply; 'when shall it be?' 

" 'As soon aa possible.' > 

"The .Southerner excused himself to 
find a second. Tho Northern man 
turned to mo. 

" 'I am a stranger hore,' he said. 
'Will you ict as my second?' 

"'I don't believe in duels,* I an- 
swered, feeling ashamed to refuse him. 

" 'No more do I,' he replied, coldly. 

"1 hesitated and consented. The four 
of us were driven below tho city. 1 shall 
not forget the place whore tho duel was 
fought. We turned into a plantation at 
a point of the road whore --rood a ma- 
jestic pecan treo which m ■ ;ed to bow 
gravoly as tho wind rustled softly 
through its branches and the trailing 
moss swayed gently. Dawn was break- 
ing and over tho Mississippi hung a low 
mist. Tho distance was paced olf by tho 
second of my new friend's adversary, for 
1 was absolutely useless. 

"For some reason my principal took 
off his coat and waistcoat, and tho othor 
man did tho same thing. They both 
seemed at their ease. In tho grayness 
of the morning the white of their shirts 
was beautifully clear and pleasing. 
They took their positions quietly. N« 
one had spoken a word sinco we bad en- 
tered tho Hold. My friend raised his 
hand and looked carelessly at his re- 
volver. 

" 'Gentlemen,' ho.said, calmly. - r havo 
never shot at a man in my lifo. This is 
not of my doing.' 

"I looked at the Southern duelist. His 
faco whitened at this, but ho was cool 
and graceful in his bearing. 

"I forgot my principles. There was 
nothing brutal, uncivilised or cruel 
about this. It was beautiful. Tho calm- 
ness of tho scene was exquisite. Both 
men faced each other as if they were 
paying compliments. There was a grace 
about their posture, which charmed mo. 
At that moment it seemed to me that to 
kill a man in so delicate a way was tho 
refinement of courtesy. 

" 'Gentlemen, are you ready? One!'

I saw the arms go up slowly, 
straighten out sharply, something liko 
released springs, and the Southern man 
was in tho dampgrass, a bright Stain on 
his white shirt.

" 'Henry,' ho said to his second, 'tako 
every care for this gentleman's safety,' 
and he fainted. 

"Perhaps this was ono of tho most re- 
markable duels ever fought. I, an un- 
willing second, did not know the name 
of tho principal whom 1 assisted. I did 
not even know the cause of the duel. 
Bach principal was ignorantof tho name 
of tho other. The only two men who 
knew each other wore the Southern man 
and his second. But I, who believed 
dueling to be murder, found it, when 
forced to play a part in a duel, a fascin- 
ating picture, tho liko of which 1 have 
novor boforo or since seen."

OBSTRUCTION. 

Shall we Americanise our institutions ? 
is the question which the Right Honor- 
able Joseph Chamberlain asks in the 
December number of the Nineteenth 
Century. He does so because he finds 
that a strain is being put 011 the most im- 
portant of the institutions of Great 
Britain, and tho one in which its inhabi- 
tants have hitherto taken the greatest 
pride, that it is proving itself unable to 
bear. Obstruction has, according to Mr. 
Chamberlain, well-nigli destroyed tho 
usefulness of the House of Commons. 
Rules which wer" made for moderate and 
generous men, and practices which wero 
established by men who were too wise 
and too honorable to make that House 
the arena of contending factions are 
abused and taken advantage of by a min- 
ority, whose only object is to make 
the transaction of tho business of the 
country impossible. Under existing 
rules and practices Mr. Chamberlain 
shows that this can be done by a com- 
paratively insignificant minority as far as 
its numbers are concerned. He says : — 

"If, during last session, Government 
wero enabled to carry a certain num- 
ber of non-party bills, this limited 
success was due entirely to the forbear- 
anco of their opponents, who were satis- 
fied with the withdrawal of tho chief 
bills in the Unionist programme, and 
magnanimously refrained ftpm pushing 
their advantages to the fullest limit. 
But there ia no doubt tlia*, under the 
existing rules, they had it in thou' power 

TO PREVENT THE PASSAGE OF A SINOvE 
BILL AND TO MAKE TIIK SESSION A BLANK 
AS FAR AS LKOISLATIO^ WAS CONCERNED." 

He shows that this is not an exaggera- 
tion. By a simple calculation he proves 
that a minority, consisting of a few 
scores of members, could easily wreck 
/every session in turn. Hero is his illus- 
tration ; 

"SuppoSo that the number of amend- 
ments net down to a particular measure 
are GOO, which is less than has on several 
occasions been proposed to complicated 
and contested bills, tho divisions alone 
on these amendments would occupy more 
than twenty days ; while, if wo assume 
that tho whole of the .'300 members who 
constitute tho Opposition claimed their 
right to speak ones on each of 
thoao amendments utid did so to 
the extent of fivo minutes in 
each case, they would occupy 
more than three hundred weeks of forty 
hours, or six years of continuous session. 
Evon in this calculation, no timo would 
be allowed for speeches by tho support- 
ers of tho bill, or for discussion on other 
stages of the bill ; 110 timo for tho neces- 
sary business of supply, and no timo for 
motions or other points of Government 
policy or national interest, interposod by 
the opposition on motions for adjourn- 
ment. 

This being tho case, it is no wonder 
that an unscrupulous minority finds in 
tho British House of Commons a wide 
field for its enterprise, and that it is ablo, 
by more obstruction, to do a very great 
amount of mischief. To extend to such 
a minority tho forbearance with which 
minorities that had no desire to abuBO 
thoir privileges were treated, appears to 
ns to bo a pernicious indulgence, an 
unnecessary conservatism, which Bhould 
bo universally condemned. It should he 
remembered that it ia not for want of 
power to compel a reform that tho ma- 
jority in tho British House of Commons 
permits obs'ruotion to proceed to such 
groat lengths, The majority has powor 
to make what rules it pleases for tho re- 
gulation of debate. If it choso to exer- 
cise its constitutional rights', it could car- 
ry tho measures it supports without giv- 
ing tho minority an opportunity oven 
to state its reuBouablo objections. 



But rathor than to appear to encroach up- 
on tho freedom of debute, of which it has 
been bo proud, and which has been of 
such great use to the state, it has re- 
frainod from exorcising its powers under 
very great provocation. 

Was this right ? Is it not tho duty of 
the representatives of the people to do 
the work of tho nation, and fearlessly to 
remove any obstacle that is placed in tho 
way of its duo and prompt performance ? 
Mr. Chamberlain shows that the United 
States House of Representatives does not 
scruple, when, in tho opinion of tho ma- 
jority, the transaction of public business 
requires it, to restrict tho freodom of de- 
bate in many way 8 - Tho time for talk- 
ing is cut clown to a very narrow limit, 
and tho timo for passing a measure is so-, 
whether it has been fully debated or not. 
The talking rights of tho minority are 
trampled upon frequently and ruth- 
lessly, and that, too, with the full 
consent of the great body of the people 
who havo 110 toleration for tho mere ob- 
structionist, — fillibustorer as ho is called. 
The scruples of the Speaker of the British 
House of Commons are not understood in 
the United States, and his forbearance is 
condemned and ridiculed. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in viow of tho tri- 
umphs which more obstruction has of 
lato years gained in tho British House of 
Commons, appears to bo very much in- 
clined to answer tho question — Shall wo 
Americanise our institutions ? — as far as 
the House of Commons is concerned, in 
tho affirmative. And wo are not at all 
surprised that lie has come to that con- 
clusion. Freedom of debate is good and 
necessary and should be carefully pro- 
served, but mere obstruction should be 
put down with a strong hand. To do 
both should not bo too difficult or 
too arduous a task for British statesman- 
ship. 

CITY EXTENSION. 

We trust that tho property owners in 
the vicinity of tho city will give tho ex- 
tension of its litf its their serious con- 
sideration. Tliey should not consider 
this question in a narrow spirit, or from 
a low stand-point. They should take a 
broad view of it and try to look ahead of 
them as far as they can. If their pro- 
perty is brought within the city's limits 
it will be very considerably enhanced in 
valuo almost immediately, and tit a far 
greater ratio in tho by no means distant 
future. Victoria is, to all appearance, 
bound to grow. It does not require an 
uncommonly deep insight into the future 
to enable one to seo that property within 
the limits of a well-regulated city, to 
which all city conveniences must be ex- 
tended as soon as thoy are required, will 
be more valuable than that near a dirty, 
ill-regulated suburb, which hits no right 
to and does not want the many ad- 
vantages which a city government sup- 
plies. We are quite satisfied that an 
enlightened self-interest, if nothing else, 
will induce men of intelligence and enter- 
prise, owning property on tho out- 
skirts of what is now tho city, 
to vote for its being included with- 
in the bounds of the corporation. 
Their taxes will be increased to a certain 
extent, it is true, but so will tho value of 
their property. In fact, this objection of 
increased taxation, if properly considered, 
is an argument in favor of extension. 
The taxes are in proportion to tho value 
of tho property, and those who contend 
that tho taxes will be very greatly in- 
creased, foresee that when it is included 
within tho city's limits there will be a 
groat rise in its value. And they are so 
far right. Tho opposite, too, is right, 
property that is kopt out of the jurisdic- 
tion of the corporation will remain pretty 
nearly stationary in value, if in some, 
localities it does not positively depreciate. 

Why is it that villages that arise near 
largo towns become such undesirable 
places to live in that their inhabitants 
almost invariably petition bo be annexed 
to tho larger community, in order that 
they may place themselves within the 
reach of its advantages ? 

Increased taxation is a bugbear that 
should not deter any property owner 
from voting to havo his real estate an- 
nexed to the city. The man who allows 
himself to bo frightened by it is, we are 
satisfied, standing in his own light and 
putting off for a time what must be done 
beforo very long, and, perhaps, under 
very unfavorable circumstances. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

The question asked by a correspondent 
in yos'crday's issue was an important ono. 
Wa3 Viow street lighted on tho night 
beforo Christmas ? It appears that it 
was not. The almanac showed that there 
was a moon on that night, and, as tho 
almanac regulates tho lighting of this 
city without regard to any thing else, 
Viow street was dark on tho even ng of 
the 24th. We Jo not say that, had the 
lamp at tho junction of View street with 
Blanohard street been alight there would 
havo been no murder and that David Feu 
would, to-day, be alive and well ; but wo 
do say that murderers and othor evil- 
doers hate tho light and that thoro is 
hardly any butter preventative of crimes of 
violence in the night timo titan well- 
lighted streets. Even it drunken man 
will not attack a peaceable pedestrian 
under a strong light, and, if ho should bo 
so bereft of bciiso as to attempt violence, 



the light would have shown that he was 
armed, and would enable tho person at- 
tacked to be on his guard. We havo 
heard many complaints of tho careless 
and stupid way in which tho lighting of 
the city is done, and have frequently 
protested against its buing arranged 
according to tho almanac. We are sorry 
now that our protests wero not stronger 
and more frequont. Every one knows 
that on a cloudy and rainy night tho 
lights are needed, no matter what tho 
phase of the moon may be, and when, on 
such nights, accidents occur or crimes aro 
committed that light might havo pro- 
vented, the Corporation cannot relieve 
itself of the responsibility. The murder 
of David Fee has been a startling and a 
solemn warning to tho civio authorities. 
It is to be hoped that they will take it to 
heart. 

Our fair correspondent, Emma, directs 
the attention of the Tramway Company 
to a custom which should bo discontinued. 
It must be exceedingly unploacant for a 
lady when she enters a car, or leaves it, 
to have to elbow her way though a crowd 
of men, some of them with pipes or 
cigars in thoir mouths. Sometimes, in- 
deed, alio will be compollud to dislodgo a 
passonger from his position on the step 
of tho car. The good sense of the male 
portion of tho community, to say nothing 
of their politeness, should make tho 
chango which tho public convenience de- 
mands very oasy. Conductors should 
have strict orders to allow no one to 
stand on the steps or the platform of the 
cars as long 113 thero is room for them 
inside. If this simple and reasonable 
regulation wete made and enforced, thero 
would, oxeept on very rare occasions, bo 
no obstruction whatever on the platforms 
of tho cars, and ladies and children could 
enter and leave them with comfort. We 
are much obliged to " Emma " for direct- 
ing attention to this matter.

It is now stated that the obstruction 
which brought her to grief was a sub- 
merged scow load of stone belonging to the 
Dominion government, which sank more 
than a year or so ogo. As the spot of this 
accident was not in the lino of navigation, 
no effort was made to raiso the scow and a 
buoy was placed over it to serve as a warn- 
ing to mariners. This buoy became dis- 
lodged some days ago, but it is not ex- 
plained how- so experienced a navigator as 
Capt, Ghtholm could have met with misfor- 
tune in waters with which he was so fami- 
liar. On Friday evening the Emma's cargo 
was removed, and dining tho night she 
listed and filled. Naturally, she failed to 
right herself, and still lies 011 her starboard 
side, with her mast at an angle of 40. It 
is not yet known what the next move to- 
wards her rescue will be— nothing was done 
yesterday, As far us can be determined 
there is no hole in her, and very little dam- 
age can have been done.

A MURDEROUS MISS1LK 

Brought to Light By a Post-tfortem Exami- 
nation— further Inquiry Neces- 
sitated. 

In view of the conflicting opinions ex- 
pressed regarding tho cause of David Fee's 
death, no medical testimony being offered 
nt the coroner's inquest, a prist mortem ex- 
amination was made yesterday by Drs. 
Davie and Helmcken, upon an order from 
tho Attorney-General. Tho result of tho 
exaniiiiutiou will no doubt form u very ma- 
terial link in the chain of circumstances 
forming the history of the terrible tragedy. 
Instead of being shot, as was supposed, the 
missile of death wus found to be a murder- 
ous looking slug, which had passed about 
six inches into the body and lodged under 
tho right shoulder. Where it "entered the 
breast, it hud torn a hole almost, 
if not quite, two inches in diameter. This 
slug is of lead, apparently hammered into 
the form of a ball, but larger than tho ord- 
inary rifle ball. Inconsequence of this, and 
other additional evidence being obtained, a 
second investigation has been ordered for 
to-morrow morning, beforo tho police mag- 
istrate. It is expected that some new facts 
of interest and importance will then be de- 
veloped. 

Parties in East Wellington, where the 
deceased, us here, was a prime favorite, say 
that it was a good thing for tho perpetrator 
that the crime was not committed in Wel- 
lington — if it had been lie would not have 
appeared in any court room. 

Concerning the crime the Free Press has 
the following: " Information reached this 
office to-day in respect to an anonymous 
letter which it is stated Fee received from 
Victoria, a few days ago, which stated that 
if lie came to Victoria his name was ' Den- 
nis." The letter was not signed, but bore 
the emblems of a ' Tack of Chilis,' (meaning 
'Itluck Jack,') an 'Ace of Clubs ' and a 
' Bug of Money.' "

26.— Tho 
schooner Bill Stow, of Boston, and the 
schooner Hurlbut, of Gloucester, went 
jishoro during tho heavy storm, this after- 
noon. Capt. Thurston, Steward Ham- 
mond and Senman Lawrence, of tho 
Hurlbut, wore drowned. All tho others 
were rescued with great difficulty. 

New Yokk, Dec. 26. — To-day's snow- 
storm was worse for Now York than a 
heavy fog. Everything in the lino of 
steam craft was delayed. Tho movement 
of sailing vessels on the bay is entirely 
suspended. 

Point Pleasant, N. J., roporls a storm 
of blinding snow raging along tho coast 
from Sandy Hook to Capo May. Tele- 
graph and telophono wires aro down. 
Wrecks along the coast are feared. 

Reports from all points in New York 
state tell of an exceedingly heavy snow- 
fall and consequent interruption to traffic. 
In tho Mohawk valley the storm was 
heavy, more than oight inches having 
fallen to-day. 

Reports frow New Hampshire stato 
that the snow is tho heaviest for several 
years. 

At Bangor, Me., and vicinity the day 
was the coldest of the season, the mer- 
cury reaching 25 below. 

Several points in Vermont report tho 
storm tho severest in many years. Street 
cars in the cities are blockaded and rail- 
road trains delayed. 

This storm, which it is promised will 
be tho worst since the blizzard of March, 
1888, has been giving the south a taste of 
its quality. Sinco early yesterday morn- 
ing its centre has worked its way up 
from Louisiana to Tennessee, the storm 
pressure trying to get up to the area of 
high barometer in Lower Canada. As 
New York is in tho centre of the track, 
she will have a full share of the depres- 
sion. Tho weather bureau sent out 
warnings, last night, to the offices of all 
eastern railroads to look out for heavy' 
snow, and ordered northeast storm sig- 
nals to ho hoisto'l all along the Atlantic 
coast, from Norfolk to New Orleans. A 
lunar halu bf 22A degrees radius was in 
the heav ns, last night. This, with tho 
other remarkable feats performed by that 
luminary in the last three nights, set 
every oh! weather dog along South street 
and the Battery busy prophesying violent 
storms in the very near future, Mails, 
to-day. are lato arriving, the most serious 
delays being to western and southern 
mails over the Pennsylvania road. 

A dispatch from Deal Bench, N.J., 
snys that a schooner which anchored oiF 
there to-day was terribly pounded by the 
ntorm, and tho crew had to bo taken oil' 
by a life-saving crew. She will probably 
be n total wreck. 

Lhxinoton, Ky., Dec. 2(!. — Tho 
heaviest storm of sleet ever known hero 
occurred yesterday afternoon and during 
the night. Shade trees and telegraph 
and telephone poles wore broken, and 
miles of wire are down. Tho city tiro 
alarm system is entirely ruined. 

Cincinnati, Dec. 2(5. — It is estimated 
that at least seven inches of snow have 
fallen. It ban drifted in many places to 
a depth of two and three feet. Street 
car travel is impeded. 

Baltimore, Doc. 2(>. — A heavy snow- 
storm prevailed last night, followed by 
rain. Reports from Virginia and other 
parts of Maryland indicate a very heavy 
snowfall and much delay to traffic. 

Spbinofield, Mass., Dec. 26. — The 
storm is delaying travel on the railroads, 
trains being lato. Electric street cars 
are rendered useless, Ten inches of 
snow has fallen, and it is still coming. 

Portland, Mo.. Dec. 2(5.— A heavy 
gale is blowing from the north-east, with 
the mercury at 10 above. Snow is fall- 
ing fast, drifting badly. Trains are de- 
layed. 

Aldan y, N. Y., Dec, 26. — Two sections 
of tho New York Central roundhouse at 
VVeBt Albany dropped this afternoon 
under tho weight of snow. Three men 
wore badly injured. 

Staunton, Va., Dec. 2(5.— Thoro is two 
feet of snow on tho ground, blocking the 
roads, 

Washington City, Dec. 2(5.— This city 
has experienced tho greatest snow storm 
in years, and this morning travel of all 
kinds was susponded.

DELAYED W-SBLS IN PORT. 

The Bonanza ami Stratliclyde at Sati trim- 
clsc.i After Stormy Voyages. 

Sas- Fkancisco, Dee. 20.— Pope & Tal- 
bot a bark Bonanza arrived yestbrday from 
Australia. She was bound to Port Towns- 
end in ballast, but put into this port in dis- 
tress. On November 18 she encountered a. 
furious gale. Her dilapidated appearance 
created quite a surprise as sho wus towed 
up the buy, f or during the gale she lost her 
forotop ami toDjjHllant mast, main topgal- 
lant mast and jibbooro. The Bowum was 
eighty-four iU yi <„, tho passage, and until 
within tliu pust few days encountered a suc- 
cession nf storms. 

Capfc Yarneberg, of tho sceunier Laguna, 
winch arrived Thursday from Humboldt, 
reports having passed considerable wreck- 
age between fort Gordan and Mendocino, 
lust Tuesday night. The wreckage is sup- 
posed to he from the steamer Aiu.v, which 
was wrecked on Blunt'a reef over two 
months ago. 

The trump steamer Stratholyde, for whose 
safety considerable fears were expressed, 
has come into port. She came from Java, 
but on the voyage put into Yokohama and 
Honolulu to receive soino repairs. She 
sailed from Java October 18, unci had fine 
weather to Japan, after which sho hud a 
succession of gales and was compelled to put 
into Yokohama November 13 for bouts 
She sailed again on the following day, and 
soon after experienced another succession of 
gules, this time from the north to the north- 
east. Thesa gales were the roughest the 
steunier experienced on the passage. Very 
heavy mountainous seas washed the decks, 
the water pouring over in tons, and wushing 
-.way everything movable, besides doing 
ther damage. In fact, the weather was so 
heavy that the steamer had to put into 
Honolulu, She arrived at this iatter place 
on tho 7th inst., and after scouring some 
provisions and repairing tho damages done 
by the storms, sailed again. During the 
remainder of the voyage line weather was 
experienced. The Strathclyde brines suaar 
to J. D. Spreckels & Bro. 

The identity of tho abandoned vessel that 
was reported, on Tuesday last, as having 
been sighted, on Dec 19, off Capo St. 
George by Captain lteed, of the ship Erics- 
son, bus not yet been determined. Cuptuin 
Reed, who is at Nunaimo, bus telegraphed 
further particulars, stating that, on Satur- 
day, Dec. 20. thirty-five miles wo»jt of Cape 
St. George (Empire City), he saw what ap- 
peared to^ be an abandoned lumber-laden 
vessel. No person could ho seen on board, 
nor were any colors hoisted. The main- 
mast was gone clear to the deck, and tho 
foretopgallant mast hud been curried away 
at the cap. The iniznentopumst was gone, 
and the only sail .set was the lower forctop- 
sail. The ship's bead was to tho southeast, 
and u strong breeze from tho southwest was 
driving her along ut a good clip. The hull, 
bowsprit, jibboom and foremast wero in 
good order. In appearance the vessel looked 
like the ship Dashing Wave, but her name 
could not be made out. Jt was blowing too 
bard, and the sea wits running too high, for 
Captain Reed to board the float nig wreck. 
He did not see any boats on the vessel, and 
he is inclined to tho belief that the crew 
hud abandoned her. Tho wreaked vessel 
was heading for the shorn, when the Erics- 
son passed. The ship Dashing Wave, that 
Cuptuin Reed mentions, arrived ut San 
Francisco on tho 21st inst., and is now dis- 
charging ut the Folsom street wharf.
